FISH PRICES UP
Since the Introduction of 

meatless days In Egypt, fl»h 
prices have Jumped 70 per cent
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Transfer of Jap 
Land Holdings 
Given Praise

Appreciation for the services 
of several score citizens through­ 
out the county who gave their 
own time in obtaining tenants 
for land formerly farmed by 
Japanese in this and- other com 
munltles was extended this 
week by the board of super 
visors.

The office of agricultural co­ 
ordinator, set up by the super­ 
visors under the supervision of 
the county Defense Council Feb. 
17, was discontinued Tuesday, 
by order of the federal govern­ 
ment. '

W. S. Rosecrans, as coordina­ 
tor, said there were found to 
be 1,202 former Japanese farm­ 
ing a total of 25,149 acres, and 
that 968 persons had applied 
to take over their holdings. He 
also found 96 Japanese-owned 
greenhouses, of which 29 were 
transferred to non-alien -opera­ 
tors. All 88 of the poultry 
ranches operated by Japanese 
and four hog ranches operated 
by Japs were transferred to 
non-alien owners.

ADDRESSING 
NAVY MAIL

Because accurate location of
 iliips is Information which the 
enemy Is anxiou.s to obtain, the 
Blcventh Naval District iLTnpha- 
sized this week that care bi 1 
exercised in addressing mail to
 ( agoing ships.

There art only two post of­ 
fice addresses that should be 
used for naval forces afloat unit 
overseas, it was   explained. They 
are: Care of Postmaster, New 
York, and Care of Postmaster, 
San Francisco, depending on 
which is nearer the man ad­ 
dressed. '

Most officers and men of the 
Navy have accurately instructed 
their familic." on' how to ob­ 
serve the essential security pre­ 
cautions in addressing mail to 
them, but mall from many other 
sources continues to be Improp­ 
erly addressed. _.

Navy officials pointed out.
